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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Dunn discloses paper checks presented for payment are processed by a high speed sorting/imaging machine that reads the MICR. 
Applicant states that " there is no passage in Dunn from which the sorting feature can be fairly implied". How else can you interpret a 
sorting/imaging machine as cited in Dunn [0062]. Further, Dunn discloses that the checks are sorted into pockets depending on how the 
check is to be handled. 

As per the claim, Applicant argues that checks are sorted into two sub-files, consumer and non-consumer checks. Examiner states that the 
use of consumer and non-consumer checks are merely labels and as such represent non-functional descriptive data, that does not change 
the steps of the method or the structure of the system. The labels of consumer and non-consumer, does not make the invention distinct 
over the prior art. The number of sub-files represent design choices that does not affect or change the sorting operation. Dunn sorts into 
pockets which is interpreted to be equivalent to sub-files. 

However, to advance prosecution, if Applicant amended claim to functionally claim the argued subject matter, Examiner will further consider 
Applicant's arguments. 
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
